Date & Place of Trial: 29th March - 11th May 194-6, at Dachau, 
Gormony, before a Military Government Court', 
Charge: The aocuood were charged with aiding, abetting 

or participating in a common design to subject the 
nationals of the countries of Europe and of the 
United States of America, to k il l ings, tortures, 
indignities and othor brutalities, in violation of 
the laws and usages of war. 

Verdict: All tho accused found guilty, 

Sentenoos: Death by hanging, 58.

Date & Plaoo of Trial: 9 - 15th January 1946, before a Military

' States, who had boon recently oapturod and was a

Date & Place of Trial: 1st Octobor - 7th December 1945, before 
a Military Commission at Manila, P.I. 

Charge: That he violated tho laws of war in that, between 

9 October 1944 and 2 September 1945, at Manila and 
at other placoa in the Philippine Islands, while 
commander of armed forces of Japan at war with the 
United States of Amorica and ita allies, ho unlaw¬ 
fully disregarded and failed to discharge his duty 
as commondor to oontrol tho operations of tho 
members of his command, permitting them to commit 
brutal atrocitios and other high orimeB against 
people of tho United Statea and of its allies and 
dependencies, particularly the Philippines. 
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Vordiotj Guilty,, 

Sentonco:—- Death "by hanging* Petitions for habeue oorpus 

and praliibiticn, inode by Yooashita to the Supreme 
Court ol* the Philippinea, were unsuccessful. So 
also wore his application to the Supreme Court of 
the United States for 'leave to file a petition for 
writs of hobous corpus and prohibition, and his 
petition thereto for oertiori to .review the order 
of the Supreme Court of the Philippines.
